FAIT H TO FACE THE STORM 
“We are troubled on every side, yet not distressed; we are 
perplexed, but not in despair; Persecuted, but not forsak- 
en; cast down, but not destroyed...” (2 Corinthians 4:8-9) 


Several years ago, a visiting minister shared a memora- 
ble illustration at GFHC: A small transport ship was caught 
in a ferocious storm far out to sea. The passengers huddled 
in fear below the deck. Hour after agonizing hour passed 
without any word from the crew. A terrible dread began to 
settle over the travelers as they pitched and rolled in the 
mad waves. Finally, a brave soul volunteered to climb up 
onto the deck to try to speak to a crew member. The hatch 
was opened, and the wind screamed like an angry spirit 
as the man disappeared into the gray swirling mist. After 
just a few moments he returned and was helped below, 
breathless but with happy news. “We’re going to make 
it!” the man exclaimed. “Are you sure? Did a crewman 
tell you that?” one fearful passenger asked. “No, I didn’t 
speak with anyone, but I looked through the window of the 
pilothouse and saw the captain smiling!” 

As I recall this story, I cannot help but think of Paul 
being transported as a prisoner in Acts 27. For fourteen 
days a “tempestuous wind” hounded them until all hope 
of survival was lost. Unlike the story above, the captain of 
Paul’s ship was not smiling. No nautical skills or equip- 
ment available at the time could save the ship from being 
destroyed. There was only one hope for the crew and pas- 
sengers - prayer! Paul proved that anyplace can become 
a chapel as he shut himself away and began to seek God. 
I love the KJV wording of this account, “But after long 
abstinence Paul stood forth in the midst of them, and said, 
Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, and not have 
loosed from Crete, and to have gained this harm and loss. 
And now I exhort you to be of good cheer: for there shall 
be no loss of any man’s life among you, but of the ship: 
For there stood by me this night the angel of God, whose I 
am, and whom I serve, Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
be brought before Caesar: and, lo, God hath given thee all 
them that sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God, that it shall be even as it was told me.” 
(Acts 27:21-25) 

Friend, no matter where you are in life; no matter what 
you are facing, take your questions, your doubts, and all 
your fears to God in prayer. Through Christ Jesus we can 
reach heaven when we pray. And, by faith, we can come 
away from a time of prayer with confidence that enables 
us to face the wind and say, “I believe God!”

* Summer Camps — Still my open subject to social- 
distancing and sanitation rules and guidelines. The social- 
distancing requirement was changed to mirror the one used 
for schools. ‘ 

Beyond these few changes, everything else remained the 
same for the current public health order.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers ran their winning streak to three 
games last week with a pair of wins over Samson. The 
Tigers lost their season opener to Opp, but since then have 
been on a roll. Behind solid pitching and a host of hot 
bats, the Tigers have scored over ten runs a game in all 
three wins. Elba is getting ready to open area play against 
a couple of the best 2A teams in the state, but if their 
pitching staff continues to get the job done and the bats 
keep making contact, the Tigers may have a surprise or 
two up their sleeves. 

*** The Elba Lady Tigers competed in a tournament 
last-weekend in Wicksburg and posted one win in three 
games as they continued to play catch-up with many of 
the teams in the area. The Lady Tigers claimed a solid win 
over Cottonwood as Ayrika Caldwell tossed a no-hitter, 
and threw a scare into 3A power Opp before being 
eliminated late Saturday afternoon. If Elba can score five 
runs a game it should win a lot of games, because Caldwell 
isn’t going to allow many runs, no matter the opponent.

The biggest savings will 
come at offensive coordinator, where new OC Bill O’Brien 
will earn a cool $1.1 million, which is less than half of the

offensive line coach Doug Marone will earn $105,000 
more than the coach did a season ago, while other salary 
decreases will happen for the new tight-ends coach, the 
new defensive back coach, and the new running backs 
coach.
